Pegu  Merchants  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  of  Madras  comeing  hither 
from  Pegu  upon  a  Ship  of  Chinna  Vencatadrys,  were  carried  into  Tenasseree  by  the 
King  of  Syams  men  of  Warr,  who  plundered  them  of  the  valine  of  Pag0  2041  besides 
Pag0  31J7  that  they  were  afterwards  (by  reason  of  hard  usage)  forced  to  pay  Mr 
Samuell  White  the  Shabander  of  that  'place,  and  soe  clearing  the  Ship,  the  Said 
Merchants  came  upon  her  hither,  and  made  their  complaints  in  writing  to  the  Presi- 
dent &  Councill  as  followeth. 

Much  noble  Snor  Governor  William  Gyfford   &ca  Gent  of  the  Councill  for  the 
Honule  English  Comp"  in  this  Fort  S*  George  Madraspatnam. 

Nilicand  Nacoda  of  the  Ship  Tiaga  Raja  (and  other  Merchants  Mallabars  here- 
under named)  of  which  Chinna  Vencatadry  is  Owner  which  went  from  this  Port  to 
the  Port  of  Sirian,  &  the  foresaid  Ship  Tiaga  Raja,  going  out  of  the  Road  of 
Sirian  to  come  to  Madras,  M'*  Cropley  who  came  first  with  his  Ship  took  her,  &  thrust 
Souldiers  on  board  Said  Ship  Tiaga  Raja  &  began  to  Rob  her,  &  afterwards  this  Ship 
which  now  is  in  this  Road,  belonging  to  the  King  of  Siam  carrying  them  all 
(after  robbed)  to  Tenasseree,  &  in  Tenasseree  put  them  all  in  prison  in  a  Godown, 
where  they  were  8  dayes  without  eating  or  drinking  undergoing  many  troubles,  until! 
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they  could  no  longer  endure  out  of  pure  hunger  which  they  Suffered,  they  began  to 
make  a  noise,  Shouting,  &  afterwards  the  Shabander  sent  to  call  them  all,  &  told  them

as  fy  this  new  contract,  which  the  Merchants  were  very  unwilling  to  consent 
to,  declareing  they  Should  bee  great  loosers,  but  att  last  accepted  of  itt,  promising 
never  to  bring  any  Cloth  below  Muster,  upon  which  the  President  &  Councill 
charged  them  to  be  as  good  as  their  promise,  assuring  them,  they  would  not  accept  of 
itt  upon  any  abatement  whatsoever,  &  that  what  was  now  done,  Should  not  be 
accounted  a  Sallabad  for  the  future,  either  on  our  parts  or  theirs,  they  also  much 
insisting  thereon. 

The  R*  Hon*1"  Compa  having  in  their  Generall  of  the  12th  August  1635,  order'd 
the  dissolving  of  Metchlepatam  Factory,  Itt  is  order'd  that  they  be  advised  thereof, 
and  though  for  the  present  itt  may  not  bee  convenient  to  put  the  Said  order  in  execu- 
tion, by  reason  of  their  Debts,  and  giving  the  Natives  occatiou  by  our  Sudden  remo  vail 
to  increase  their  Suspition,  that  we  Side  with  the  King  of  Syam  against  them,  yet 
that  they  bee  in  a  readiness  to  come  away,  when  ever  we  Send,  for  them,  and  in  the 
meantime  to  retrench  their  charges  as  much  as  possible,  and  to  get  in  what  debts  are 
Standing  out  due  from  any  person  to  the  R*  Honble  Compa. 

Finding  by  the  Letter  lately  reed  from  the  Vakeil  att  the  Moguls  Camp  that  he 
hath  not  acquainted  the  Mogull-s  Nabob  with  the  abuses,  oppressions  and  wrongs  that 
we  have  reod  in  the  Bay,  according  to  the  paper  of  complaint  givoa  him,  &  omitted  in 
his  Petition  Severall  materiall  things,  which  was  given  him  in  his  Instructions,  Itt 
is  order'd  that  a  letter  be  writ  him  concerning  the  Same,  and  that  in  case  ue  cannot 
bring  things  to  a  conclusion  in  a  months  time,  that  then  he  returnes  to  the  Bay  or 
hither  if  he  can  conveniently  that  we  may  have  an  ace*  of  his  proceedings  &  discourse 
him  further  about  this  great  affair. 

The  Generall  Letter  from  Syam  was  read  &  Mr  Thomas  Yale  discourst  thereon, 
who  according  as  he  was  appointed  would  have  offered  Severall  proposalls  &  con- 
veniences for  the  continuing  of  that  Factory  but  the  R*  Honble  Compil  being  possitive 
to  have  itt  dissolved  as  ffi  coppy  of  a  clause  of  their  Generall  rec(I  from  Surat  dated

Whereas  divers  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town,  have  made  their  complaints  to 
us,  that  they  have  been  great  sufferers  by  the  many  Robberies  that  have  been 
committed  of  late,  8f  for  as  much,  as  itt  hath  been  made  appear  to  us,  that  the  Pedda 
Naigue,  &  his  Talliars,  (who  should  take  care  for  the  yearly  revenue  they  receive 
for  the  Same  that  no  Such  thing  be  done,  or  elce  make  Satisfaction)  have  concealed 
some  of  the  Stolne  goods,  &  imprison'd  one  of  the  Theives,  for  fear  he  Should  make
